“The large dealers will begin re- 
porting Saturday and the smaller 
ones next week. The committee re- 
quests all consumers of coal to place 
their orders at least one week in 
advance. 

Public Urged to Co-operate. 

“By doing this the dealers can be 
informed of the amount needed for 
any period, and through the com- 
mnittee they can arrange to meet the 
demand. The fuel committee will 
try to see that there will be no suf- 
fering from a lack of coal this win- 
ter, and we believe there will be none 
if the public co-operates with the 
committee in this plan.”

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DOAL DEALERS MUST. 
~ MAKE DAILY REPORTS 


St. Louis Fuel Committee to Issue 
Rules to Safeguard 
~ Supply. 


Every coal dealer in St. Louis will 
be required to make a daily report 
of his business to the St. Louis Fue] 
Comittee. The report will contain 
the number of unfilled orders on file, 
the amount of coal in the yards and 
the amount and number of orders 
filled on the day the report is made. 
An order to this effect will be issued 
by the committee Saturday, accord- 
ing to announcement made today by 
C. H. Weiser, secretary of the com- 
mittee. 

The purpose of the order, it was 
explained, is to inform the Fuel Com- 
mittee, which is in charge here of 
the work of the National and State 
Fuel Administration, of the demand 
for coal. 

To Watch Source of Supply. 

"We want to anticipate the de- 
mand in St. Louls,’’ Weiser said, 
“and then get in touch with the 
source of supply and see that there 
will be no serious shortage of coal 
It is possible we may request the 
jobbers and mine oncrators to repor* 
to us each day, or once a week, the 
amount of coal mined and the dis- 
position made of it. The committee 
has broad powers, but we do not ex 
pect to use force in carrying out any 
of our orders, unless it betomes 
necessary. 

“The large dealers will begin re- 
porting Saturday and the smaller 
ones next week. The committee re- 
quests all consumers of coal to place 
their orders at least one week in 
advance. 

Public Urged to Co-operate. 

“By doing this the dealers can be 
informed of the amount needed for 
any period, and through the com- 
mittee they can arrange to meet the 
demand. The fuel committee will 
try to see that there will be no suf- 
fering from a lack of coal this win- 
ter, and we believe there will be none 
if the public co-operates with the 
committee in this plan.” 


Fugene TD. Nims, chairman of the 
committee, yesterday requested: all 
the operators of steam plants in the 
city, whose weekly consumption ex- 
ceeds one carload of coal, to file 
their names and addresses with the 
committee not later than Saturday. 
This request is in line with the ef- 
forts of the committee to learn the 
requirements. 

Thke committee will confer with 
the jobbers and operators tomorrow 
ifternoon at the Planters hotel. The 
coal men will be asked to give the 
committee all the information they 
have about the supply for this dis- 
trict, and the transportation facil- 
ities for hauling it to St. Louis.

In your paper of Oct. 21 was interviews 
bf Mr. J. M. Herbert, president of the Cot- 
ton Felt Rallroad and Mr. E. ¥F.. Kearney, 
president of the Wabash, in which they 
stated it would be a big waste for the rail- 
roads to use the free bridge. 
spoke unfavorably of Comptroller Player's 
proposal of exchanging the use of the free 
bridce for the upper roadway of the Eads 
Kridge. 

In view of this 
would it not be a good plan to allow the 
electric roads to use the tracks originally 
intended for the xailfoads? The electric 
roads could be given the right to haul. 
freight as well as passengers. The East 
St. Louis Columbia & Waterloo Electric 
Railway could easily connect with the 
eastern terminus of the railroad approach, 
as could also the Belleville lines. In a short 
time these lines would go far towards fur- 
nishing St. Louis a supply of coal. 

At Twelfth and Gratiot streets is ample 
room for loading tracks. Elevated tracks 
could be built across the Terminal yards 
from the present tracks on Gratiot street 
io Eleventh street. Then over Eleventh 
street to the old city hall. This eyesore 
should be torn down and a passenger sta- 
tion for the electric roads built on the site. 
The McKinley lines if given the privilege 
would no doubt be more than willing to 
extend their tracks to this station from 
the north. This would also put this line in 
a position to use the free bridge. 

One thing in favor of this plan {s the fact 
that the upper roadway of the free bridge 
is too narrow for street cars in addition to. 
other traffic. There are two very bad 
curves on it and serious accidents are sure 
to occur if the electric roads attempt to 
riake use of the tracks on this roadway.
